Salem was no worse than some oth­ 
er plantations on the island, but it was 
far behind such plantations as that 
owned by Dvck Calhoun, and had been 
notorious for the cruelties committed 
on it. 
To such an estate a lady like 
Sheila Llyn would be a boon. She w’as 
not on the place a day before she 
started reforms which would turn the

into

Mr. Mellon, Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, and, 
incidentally 
head of the 
great Mellon banking interests, aston­ 
ished even the republican members of 
the House Ways and Means commit­ 
tee yesterday 
when 
he unfolded to 
them his plans for financing the gov­ 
ernment for the next fiscal year. 
In 
addition 
to 
the 
stupendous 
amount of money he asked for, which 
almost took the breath of the con­ 
gressmen, his suggestions as to chan­ 
ges in 
the 
methods 
of raising the 
money pretty nearly knocked them 
silly. 
What’s to be done about it all 
remains to be seen, but this is certain 
— the Mellon plans will not be adopt­ 
ed, if the congress has any regard for 
the people or its members hope to re­ 
tain their seats.
